REMINISCENCES OF FOUR-MILE RACING 



FALL RACING IN BLUE GRASS STATE TO 
BEGIN NEXT THURSDAY. 



Successful Meeting Anticipated at Lexington, Where 
Season Will Be Inaugurated — I. H. Wheat- 
croft’s Dispersal Sale Plans. 



Lexiugton. Ky., September 9. — With the opening 
of the Kentucky Association’s meeting here next 
Thursday afternoon, the fall season of racing in this 
state will have been inaugurated. There will be 
all told fifty -one days of racing, nine here, eighteen 
at I/ouisville and twenty-four at Latonia. The stake 
entries that were announced this week for the three 
meetings indicate splendid contests and it is to be 
expected that the sport here and at the other tracks 
will be of a generally high order and liberally 
patronized. At the local track everything is in 
readiness for the meeting, and with the exception 
of a few that are to come over from Cincinnati 
and Louisville, the horses are all here. In central 
Kentucky just now money appears to be easy with 
those who generally patronize the sport of racing 
and the Kentucky Association probably will score 
another financial success. 

Irving II. Wheateroft’s definite announcement that 
lie will take the St. James Stud of thoroughbreds 
from Kentucky to Australia and disperse them by 
public auction at Sydney, came this week as an- 
other heavy blow to the breeding and racing inter- 
ests of the United States. Mr. Wheuteroft has been 
identified with the thoroughbred horse interests in 
this country only four years, but in that time he has 
been a sustaining force and to lose him now means 
a great d**al. He came into the simrt at New Or- 
leans in the winter of 1907 as a wealthy man seek- 
ing recreation and diversion from a world of busi- 
ness matters out of wbicli bo had built a great 
fortune. lie bought a few horses and had fun rac- 
ing them in the name of II. Clark & Co., the H. 
Clark being liis sister-in-law. Miss Helen Clark, of 
New Orleans. In the fall »>f 1908 he came to Ix'.x- 
ingtou ami invested about $5ti,ono in stallions, mares 
and weanlings at the McGrathiana dispersal sale, 
taking out of that stud the most choice mares, to- 
gether with the great sire. Cesar ion. He leased a 
portion of the famous Wood burn Kami uear Spring 
Station and kept his mares there for a year. At 
^bihe dispersal of the Millstream St ml lie bought the 
*Ioase on Qftkwood Farm and moved his horses there, 
in the meantime importing the young stallion, St. 
Savin, from England and making a number of pur- 
chases of choice mares at various sales, including 
the Senorlta Stud dispersal, lie went iu for racing 
also on a larger scale, maintained a good-sized 
stable and likewise became a stockholder in the 
Kentucky Association. It is not because be 1ms 
lost any of his fondness for breeding and racing 
that he is now going away to Australia to sell his 
horses, but it is liecatisc of the passage of the 
drastic laws in many states of this country blight- 
ing the sport and making the ownership of so large 
a number of thoroughbreds as Mr. Wheatcroft lias 
a burden instead of a pleasure. There are to be 150 
horses in this big shipment. They will leave here 
during the first ten or twelve days in October oti 
a special train for Vancouver, It. C., or Seattle, 
Wash., and there be put aboard a steamer sailing for 
Sydney. Australia. October 28. The shipment will 
be made up principally of broodmares, there being 
nearly one hundred matrons. The others will in- 
clude thirty-odd weanlings, a dozen yearlings, half 
a dozen horses in training and five or six stallions, 
among them St. Savin, Cesarion. Kismet and Don 
Royal, all imported from England except Cesarion, 
which now heads the list of winning sires of two- 
year-olds in this country as he nas before. The 
shipment is to he covered by about $150,000 insur- 
ance and the cost of transportation from Lexington 
to Sydney will be about $30,000. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wheatcroft and their young son will sail for Aus- 
tralia the first week in November and will remain 
until the horses arc sold. Upon their return to the 
United States they will go to Oklahoma, where Mr. 
Wheatcroft has several state banks and a big mule 
and cattle ranch. The lease on Oak wood Farm will 
expire in February, but the probabilities are that 
Mr. Wheatcroft will make arrangements to turn 
over the farm to Mrs. Charles F. MeMeckln, its 
owner, as soon as he takes his horses off it. The 
turf in the United States will probably never again 
know Irving II. Wheatcroft. lie was a game buyer 
ef the liest blood in these* parts and it is to be hoped 
that he will not quit loser on his dispersal sale 
iu the far-away antipodes. 

There was not a great deal of work at the Ken- 
tucky Association track this morning, the majority 
of the horses out lieing given only light gallops or 
tightening up for tomorrow. Among the more 
notable moves were:

ROYAL ASCOT FOUNDED BY QUEEN ANNE. 

“Royal Ascot,” as the English call the famous 
race COOrae. lias enjoyed the favor of king< and 
queens for 2U> years. It was in the summer of 
1711 that Queen Anno, while driving across Ascot 
Heath, noticed its fitness for her favorite sport of 
horse racing. 

She stopped to size of the situation and forthwith 
ordered a “round heat” to be prepared and also 
announced ber intention of presenting a plate to 
be raced for. The “round heat” was duly made 
and the queen herself opened the racing life of 
Aseot by being present at the first meeting. From 
that time its history has been a brilliant one. 

One of the great features today is the so-called 
“Royal Progress,” meaning the imposing arrival of 
the king and queen with outriders and sundry trap 
pings of more or less brilliance. The first real 
attempt at this Royal Progress (the English write 
it with capitals) was in 1814. but on that occasion 
the people were so enthusiastic over the fact that 
the allies hail entered Paris and peace had been 
declared that they very nearly swamped the carriage 
containing the royal party. 

It was after the prince regent had ascended the 
throne as King George IV.. says the Gentlewoman, 
that he institute*] tin* Royal Procession, riding on 
t to the course up the New Mile in a coach and four 
with a splendid retinue ami attended by the master 
i of the royal buckhomuls. 

A writer of the time makes a curious comment 
on the spectacle. He notes that “the uniform 
cleanliness ( *f the servants and their appointments 
do infinite credit to the persons in charge of the 
establishment.” and further informs us that the 
king afterwards “ate potted meats and fruit at the 
royal stand.” 

During the reign of William IV. the brilliancy of 
Ascot waned considerably, but this wag due more to 
lack of management Ilian to lack of interest on tin- 
pan of the king. Like ids predecessor, lie was a 
patron of the course and attended the meeting in 
semi-state. 

It was in 1832. when he appeared with the queen 
lit the window of the royal stand to acknowledge 



Louisville. Ky.. September 9. — The Kentucky En- 
durance Stakes, at four miles, to be decided October 
7 over the Churchill Downs course, revives more 
reminiscences than any other turf event of the last 
generation. In this connection correction may be 
in order of a mistaken impression that long-distance 
contest s are productive of races that in the end 
art* virtually n< » contests when one horse wins off by 
himself without much of a struggle. The greatest 
Saratoga Cup race ever decided iu the long history 
of that event, which was first ruu in 1907, was the 
dead heat, at two miles and a quarter, betw<*en 
Springbok and Preaknoss in 1875. The time, 3:5G$, 
is tin* record for the Saratoga Cup at two miles and 
a quarter. 

In 1875, at Long Branch, Bingaman and P*. F. 
Carver ran a dead heat at a mile and a half. Their 
owners refused to divide the purse. The race was 
run a second time ami it resulted again in a dead 
heat. Again the owners declined to split tlie purse. 
For the third time the horses were raced a mile 
and a half and for the third time they ran a dead 
heat. Once inert* the owners refused to divide the 
purse. . For the fourth time the horses were raced 
over the mile and a half route. In this contest the 
judges decided that Bingaman had won by a head. 
Old-timers still contend that if the other races were 
dead heats so was. the fourth one. 

Coining to a more recent date and dealing strictly 
with a four-mile rare it is recalled that one of tin* 
most remarkable races of this character was decided 
at Oakland. Cal.. April 13. 1907. This was tin* Thorn- 
ton Handicap. Los Angeleno, an eight-year-old geld- 
ing, ridden by W. Knapp, won the event from Mamie 
Algol, then aged five, piloted by a California jockey, 
A. Brown. Benvolio. ridden by Smith, ran third. 
The race was nip and tuck throughout betw**en this 
trio. Los Angeleno won by a nose. Mamie Algol 
finished three lengths iu front of Benvolio. The 
time. 7:10$. has lieen beaten hut once in a four-mile 
race. On March 14. 1908. Big Bow won the same 
race in 7:10. which is the American record. A 
renewal of tin* Thornton Stakes of 1907 several 
weeks later, resulted iu the same close finish be- 
tween Los Angeleno and Mamie Algol as iu the first 
running. 

The Bowie Slakes, a great feature of the fall 
meeting at Pimlico track, was, in 1879. productive 
of a memorable struggle la-tween Willie l>. and 
Glenmore. Willie I). won the first heat by half 
n length in 7:291. Glenmore won the second heat 
in 7:30]. The final heat was won by Glenmore by 
a scant length in 7:31. So evenly were these horses 
matched that if Glenmore’s rider had mad** a mis- 
take Willie 1). would have finished first. Glenmore 
was bred in Kentucky. Willie 1). was foaled in 
Ohio. He still stands as the best long-distance 
horse Ohio ever sent to the races. 

In 1898, at S:m Francisco. Judge Denny barely 
beat Marplot f<»ur miles in 7:20}. In 1891* The 
Bachelor won in a hard drive from David Ten ivy, 
which forced him to run in 7:10*. thou American 
record time. So it will be observed that all four- 



mil** races are not like tin* Ten Broeck-Mollie Mc- 
Carthy four-mile race, a one-sided race. 

One of the remarkable early day races at four 
mile heats, though the time was slow, was run in 
the early thirties on Ix>ng Island. Black Maria, 
daughter of American Eclipse and Lady Lightfoot, 
by Sir Arcliy. was the winner. It required live 
heats to decide it. Black Maria, therefore, had t*» 
race twenty miles to win the prize. Every heat 
was marked by a close finish. The time was 8:00, 
7:55. 8:13, 8:39, S:17. 

The old soldier tells with pride that he was in 
the battle of Shiloh. The veteran turfman, with 
equal pride, relates that In* saw the Grey Eagle and 
Wagner race in Louisville on Septenitier 30, 1839. 
This race, in all of the spectacular history of the 
Kentucky turf, never has been duplicated in this 
commonwealth. The event was run on a Monday. 
Wagner won after a terrific battle. One of the 
heats was run in 7:44, which topped the Kentucky 
record for four miles iu that day. The admirers of 
Grey Eagle were not satisfied with the race and 
asked for ;i second contest. The hackers of Wagner, 
which was a South Carolina horse, agreed. Again 
the struggle was hotly contested. Grey Eagle won 
the first heat. Wagner took the second by a scant 
margin. Tin* third heat was easy for Wagner, as 
the Kentucky horse broke down completely in the 
fourth mile. Grey Eagle is described as having 
lieen on** of the handsomest horses in the world. 
He was whitish gray, with si flowing mane and tail. 
Wagner, while owned in South Carolina, was Vir- 
ginia-bred. He was a chestnut in color. It was 
no discredit for Grey Eagle to have been beaten by 
Wagner, for, in sixteen starts. Wagner won four- 
teen races. Wagner was out of the famous Maria 
West, by Marian, to which traces today one of the 
best lines of American t lioorughbred horses. It is 
a family m> successful as to lx* styled “the No. 3 
American line.” James R. Keene’s great stallion. 
Ben Brush, the sire of Delhi. Broomstick and other 
stsirs. lielongs to the family of Wagner. Grey Eagle 
was out of Ophelia, by Wild Medley. His family, 
in late years, gave to the turf the great Hanover. 

If. away back in 1839, the Grey Eagle and Wag- 
ner race made nearly every Kentuckian and Vir- 
ginian stand on tip-toe, and still later, on July 4. 
1878. when a record-breaking throng gathered at 
Churchill Downs t<> behold Ten Broock in a winning 
struggle against Mollie McCarthy — an event never 
to 1m* forgotten by the countless thousands who wit- 
nessed it under a glittering sky and in furnace-like 
atmosphere — what then may la* expected at Churchill 
Downs on October 7 when the greatest racers in 
America strive for the richest turf prize of 1911 
over the four-mile route? Today there is every 
metlMxl of quick transportation, every facility for 
comfortably handling and taking care of the crowd. 
Where, in days of long ago, the population amounted 
to hundreds, now it is thousands, and Col. M. J. 
Winn, manager of the Louisville Racing Association 
is justified iu venturing to predict that the crowd 
present on October 7. at tin* Downs, will surpass 
all former gatherings there, Derby Day or otherwise.

the salutation of his subjects, that he was struck 
by a stone hurled at him by one of the crowd. 
There was considerable excitement at the time, 
but luckily the king escaped without injury and the 
incident produced a great burst of loyalty from the 
assembled crowd. 

There were seven carriages and a phaeton in the 
procession in 1834. The occasion was especially in- 
teresting in that it was the first time that the 
young Princess Victoria had attended si race meet- 
ing. She was in the first carriage with the kiug 
and queen and the Duchess of Kent. 

In 18.38. when the royal ealvaeade of seven carri 
ages drove up the New' Milt* and the young Queen 
Victoria, attended by a large party of outriders and 
the yeoman prickers of Windsor Great Forest, made 
her first appearance at Ascot us queen, it was the 
(*e**asion of great excitement and enthusiasm. “The 
queen w’as attired in a pink slip over which was a 
lace dress: she wore a white gouge j»oke bonnet 
trimmed with pink ribbons and ornaments with roses 
inside and out.” 

Another interesting year was 1844, when that 
stern autocrat Nicholas I.. Czar of All the Russias. 
was on a visit to this country. The royal proces- 
sion then was exceptionally brilliant and included 
the Emperor *>f Russia, the King of Saxony, with 
Queen Victoria and Prince Arthur. Little did any 
one think* that within a few years Balaclava, Sebas- 
topol, Alma and Ink<*rmiiii would be reil with the 
blood of many who were then acclaiming the czar; 
least so he. for it was on this occasion that he 
offered to present annually the Emperor’s Plate, to 
be raced for in place of the Gold Cup, and iu fact 
for the following eight years the Gold Cup gave 
place in the program to the Emperor’s Plate. 

In all the Royal Progresses at Ascot until the end 
of the nineteenth century members of the royal 
buckhounds held an important part. The master 
of the buckhounds had supreme control of the course 
and was senior steward until the abolition of tin- 
royal pack. It had become, therefore, the accepted 
order for the master of the royal buckhounds to ride 
at the head of the ealvaeade and to be attended by 
the huntsman and whippersin. 

The course had been cleared by the band of special 
constables in top hats and armed with peculiar poles 
painted blue and striped with red. and then amid 
t lie waving of hats and vociferous tokens of loyalty 
the procession passed up tlie green. There were 
nine open royal carriages, each drawn by four horses 
with outriders. In the first sat Queen Victoria in poke 
honnet and holding a miniature parasol. There are 
several stories told of the high spirits of the queen 
at this meeting and the enthusiasm with which she 
entered into the racing even to putting her arm 
Ihrough a glass window in her excitement to watch 
the finish of one of the races. 

It used to be a favorite expression that tlie sun 
always shone when the? queen went among her 
people, but 18G0 proved the exception and the 
Royal Progress from Wiudsor was made in torrential 
rain. As it proved it was the last occasion on which 
Queen Victoria visited Ascot, for after the death of 
the prince consort, although by no means withdraw- 
ing her patronage, the queen did not attend another 
race meeting. 

A great deal of the present distinction in which 
Ascot is held is due to the never failing interest 
that King Edward took in its welfare. As Prince 
of Wales he was a eonstaut patron of the royal race 
meeting and his marriage in March 18G3, lent addi- 
tional interest to the procession at Aseot that year. 

When it became known that ho would attend the 
races in semi-state, accompanied by his bride, an 
enormous crowd assembled on tin* heath to wel- 
come the royal couple. Headed by the master of 
fin* buckhounds. Lord Colville, wearing his silver 
couples (the badges of His office) anil followed by 
th** royal huntsmen and the whips, royal park keep- 
ers, footmen and postilions gay in uniforms of scar- 
let and gold, the procession of eight or nine carri- 
ages moved up the course amid tremendous en- 
thusiasm. 

With the abolition of the royal buckhounds ten 
years ago one picturesque item in the processiou was 
lest, tint King Edward eon tinned the ceremony which 
has become so popular, and tin* spectacle lost lit tic 
of its color. Accompanied by Queen Alexandra and 
the present king and queen, the procession usually 
consisted of eight carriages, each drawn by four 



bays with iiostillons in the familiar scarlet and gold 
livery and headed by outriders in scarlet. 

The tradition was maintained with the usual ills- I 
tinetion by King George and Queen Mary at the 
recent Ascot meeting.

Sir John Johnson Wins the Earl Grey Cup in Close 
Contest with Star Charter — Montreal Meet- 
ing Opens Auspiciously. 



Montreal. Quo., September 9. — Kenneth T. Dawes, 
son of J. I*. Dawes, who raced a string of famous 
Jumpers on the American tracks some years ago, 
furnished the winner of tin* King’s Plate run at Blue 
Bonnets this afternoon. This race overshadowed the 
other events in point of interest with l«x*al race- 
goers. Kilo was favorite in the betting, led his field 
all the way and won with ridiculous ease by a dozen 
lengths from Kilom. Both of these horses aro 
by Kilogram, a horse that carried the Belmont colors 
at one time. 

The King’s Plate was first run at Blue Bonnets Iu 
1907. Its history follows:

Despite threatening weather a large crowd was in 

attendance, the grandstand lx*ing comfortably filled 
long before the horses were railed to the post for the 
opening dash. Thirty-two layers were in line, the 
largest number that ever did business here on au 
opening day. Well balanced fields went to the post 
in a majority of the races ami keen sport resulted. 
The finishes in four of the races found the winners 
first home by beads or necks after sinew-straining 
finishes. 

The Earl tirey Cup gave Sir John Johnson an oppor- 
tunity of showing how good a horse he is just now. 
lie carried top weight, made all of his own mice for 
tin* mile and a quarter, and beat the Schorr entry. 
Star Charter, a neck. The latter was favorite and 
carried strong stable siqqiort. Mr. Seliorr evened 
up his losses when Senator Sparks won the race f<*r 
maiden two year-olds. Buck horn came from a long 
way hack in the sixth race awl just managed to 
get up to win by u head in the final strides.

Gwyn Tompkins, who cut an important figure in 
the jumping races run here last spring, started off 
well today. Ii** saddled the first three horses in the 
race through the field, his own entry, Bello and The 
Prophet, finishing first and second, while Sam Ball, 
which he trains for Mr. Chetland, finished third. 
Buckthorn, running in the colors of Bartlett. Mc- 
lennan. was making his maiden effort through the 
field. II** fenced brilliantly and showed good speed, 
to tin* thirteenth fence, where he fell heavily and 
was injured so badly that it is feared that he will 
have to be destroyed. 

Tin* Wilson stable furnished two of the winners. 
Naushon beat a good lot of sprinters in the inaugural 
dash, while Beaucoup captured the third race. 

Jockey J. Wilson, who had tin* mount on the 
King’s Plate winner. Kilo, also rode Buck horn and 
Senator Sparks. His finishes on th** last two were 
strong and both horses won by small margins.
